It 
seems most incredible today,

ualism, and how wonderfully 
she was delivered; this should 
be heralded to the world in tract 
form by the millions.

mons, yet they are so deluded 
and carried away with the per- 
formance that they are made to 
believe ‘t is the good Spirit they 
are dealing with. 


There is something about peo- 
that makes them want to know 
about, and get in touch with the 
supernatural, and the greater 
part, if they can get in touch 
with the spirit world without 
paying the price that God de- 
mands, that is the way they 
will go; in other words, if they 
can get in touch with the super- 
natural and yet retain their Just- 
ful passions and carnality, this 
is the route they will go, but 
this within itself ought to be 
enough to teach us, that of the 
thousands that are contaminat- 
ed with this spiritualistic busi 
ness, the greater part.of them 
know nothing whatever of a 
genuine salvation through the 
blood of Jesus, wrought in their 
soul, but they drink, chew  to- 
bacco, curse and’ carry on as 
other sinners do, yet they have 
commerce with the sp‘rit world.

Now I am personally ac- 


quainted with some men of in- 
telligence and wide influence, 
and about all the religion they 
have is in their head, yet they 
are leading advocates of th's 


spiritualistic doctrine. They 
have been known to, when a 


special business deal was pend- 
ing, to go to these mediums and 
have them inquire about how ‘to 
make the deal, and they would 
always get the desired informa- 
tion of the spirits. Just think of 
theze wise intelligent men, and 
yet so ignorant about God’s 
way; and God's Word. I know of 


-some leading merchants in a 
thriving city, and they are en- 


joying a prosperous mercantile 
business, but it is said, and 
generally understood that they 
owe their success to the spirits 
whom they have so often con- 
sulted in their business affairs. 
Paul tells us, that in the latter 
spirits woula 
come to lead people away from 
the faith, with doctrines -f 
devils, speaking lies in hypoc- 


It is said that a pedlar had 
been murdered at some time in 
the home the Fox family was 
living in, and in some way the 
spirit that was doing the rapping 
on the wall revealed to the peo- 
ple gathered at the Fox home 
that he was the spirit of the 
murdered pedlar. So the people 
decided if the pedlar’s spirit 
could communicate intelligibly 
with them, the spirits of others 
could also communicate with 
them. ; . 

That is when the spirits work- 
ed a delusion on them. Perhaps 
the pedlar had been murdered 
there and his body buried unde: 
the house, but his spirit wasn’t 
there; the spirits of the cead aie 
not floating around in the air as 
. me would have us believe, bui 
he Bible plainly teaches that the 
wicked spirits go to sheol, (a 
place of departed spirits) espe- 
cially do the wicked spirits go 
down to sheol, but since Jesus’ 
resurection He takes the good to 
Himself in Paradise, therefore 
neither are floating here in_this 
world. 

The truth of the matter is, 
the suppo-ed pedlar’s spirit as 
well as others they seemed to 
ave called up, is notning more 
nor less than demons, that know 
‘he voice of our departed friends 
ind ean imitate them perfectly. 

It is marvelous the different 
things that are being done 
through the power of these spir- 
its. I have heard men tell how 
they have seen tables raised off 
the floor, also other bod‘es with- 
out the aid of human agencies 
move, even lifted up in the air; 
furniture has been known to 
move from one room to another 
without the aid of human a- 


gency. 
The lady spoke in the above 
mentioned article of how the 


spirits would take her hand and 
write letters, she not knowing 
what she was writing ‘till she 
was through and read the letter. 
3ut this seems more marvelous. 
I read where some one laid a 
sheet of paper on the floor also 
4a pencil on the paper, directly 
the pencil would rise up and go 
to writing seemingly within 
itself. This was an unseen spirit 
had hold of the pencil writing 
with it. 

Musi-al instruments have been 
known to play without the aid 
of human agencies. Spirit photo- 
graphs have been taken. Flowers 
have been presented to parties 
by the supposed’ departed 
friends, after a few hours the 
flowers would melt away. Men 
have stated that they have seen 
their loved ones walking before 
them during the seances, One 
man said he was actually  per- 
mitted to take hold of his wife 
who returned to talk with him. 
Such great feats as these are 
worked through the greater 
mediums who are referred to as 
Adepts.
